The bill calls for a town charter change to 
require both a School Committee member 
and a representative of the superintendent of 
schools to be on all Andover school building 
committees. Each member of the current 
School Building Committee, created for the 
Andover High, South Elementary and San- 
born Elementary projects, was appointed by 
the town side of Andover’s government. 

The idea to change the town charter to 
allow school representation was approved by 
residents at the 1996 Special Town Meeting. 


Change in building committee 
leadership soon possible 


State Rep. Barry Finegold, D-Andover, 
said Tuesday he expected the House to 
approve the bill without difficulty. 

“We'd like to have it through both houses 
and signed by the governor’s office by the 
end of the month,” said Rep. Finegold. “It’s 
been through the Senate. Now it just has to 
get through the House and it should go 
through” (Wednesday). 

The governor will then have 10 days to 
sign or veto the bill. If signed as expected, the 
bill should take effect by July 1, said Mr. 
Finegold. Future building projects, such as 
the proposed new middle-school project, 
would also have building committees with a 
School Committee member and a school 
administrator, assuming the charter change 
is signed by the governor.

Parents blame Andover EMTs

The mother of a 4-year-old 
Andover boy who died after falling off 
a swing four years ago says she is 
suing the town not for the money, but 
so that what happened to her child 
will not happen to someone else.

The members of Faith Lutheran 
Church at 360 South Main St. have 
something new to give thanks for.

The members of Faith Lutheran 
Church at 360 South Main St. have 
something new to give thanks for. 

This past April, the church installed 
an 1899 E.L. Holbrook pipe organ, 
bringing to a close its six-year search 
for a new organ. 

Since the large addition to the 
church was made several years ago, 
organist and choir director Kay Foltz 
felt that the church’s 1845 Pilcher pipe 
organ was not adequate to lead the 
growing congregation during services. 

“It was not loud enough and it did 
not have the strong sound to lead the 
congregation right,” Ms. Foltz said. 
“We had expanded our building by 
about one-third and we needed a bigger 
organ.” 

Ms. Foltz and the rest of the organ 
search committee set out to find a new 
organ that could fit in the church’s lim- 
ited space and sound beautiful. 

The search committee decided to 
rebuild the 1899 Holbrook, which was

originally made for the 
Globe Congregational 
Church in Woonsocket, R.L., 
because they “really loved” 
the sound of their 1845 
Pilcher.

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Doheily Middle kids: Don’t blame us for downtown troubles

Some Doherty Middle School stu- 
dents are upset with adult merchants, 
employees and residents grouping 
them with youths causing trouble 
downtown, and with the Townsman for 
printing the merchants’ comments in 
the paper. 

“Tt’s mostly high-schoolers, but it’s 
mixed,” Amanda Hitchins said of the 
kids who hang out in the alley behind 
the Barnard Building on Main Street 
and behind Old Town Hall. “And 
Doherty takes most of the blame 
because it’s closest.” 

“T’m the only one out of everybody 
in our school that actually hangs out 
with them,” said Tobi Cutler. 

“The people who do things are such 
a minority and this article made it look 
like it was everybody,” Amanda said. 
“This is not the way to get through to 
them,” by writing an article to make 
everybody mad. 

Five Doherty eighth-grade girls 
expressed concern this week that the 
quotes from merchants and employees 
in a Townsman article two weeks ago, 
[“Police asked to deal with kids in the 
downtown,” June 5, page 1], made all 
kids look bad, especially those from 
Doherty since it is so near the down- 
town. 

Anna E. Jones, Stephanie Callahan 
and Jen Manning joined Amanda and 
Tobi in a meeting at the Townsman. 
They said they didn’t just want to 
gripe, but they wanted to ask mer- 
chants and residents to treat them as 
individuals, and not to group them all 
together. 

Amanda said she has done some 
things that were wrong and that she 
probably isn’t the best one to be speak- 
ing out, but that she also would like a 
second chance. 

“People would think (there are) a 
bunch of hellish punks in this town by 
looking at that article,” Amanda said. 

“It made it look like the teen-agers 
are causing problems that are a lot 
more wild and out of control than they 
actually are,” said Anna. 
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Tobi Cutler, left, and Stephanie Callahan came to the Townsman 
office this week to talk about the downtown story.

“We know it’s not the entire youth 
population, and that it’s just a few that 
make us look bad,” said Amanda. 

It’s not a “they”or a particular 
group, said Anna. 

“It’s just a few individuals,” 
Tobi. 

The incident that angered Tom Bel- 
humeur, Barnard Building owner, to 
the point that he wanted to talk with 
the press was having two awnings on 
his building slashed. But that came 
after several months of complaints, 
ranging from foul language to vandal- 
ism and thefts of items from cars, from 
tenants and customers.

The girls say there is no proof that 
kids did the awning damage, yet kids 
were blamed. Kids were also faulted for 
causing trouble in the alley behind the 
Barnard Building. One complaint was 
that kids block entrances and exits and 
refuse to move, both there and behind 
Old Town Hall. Some kids allegedly 
give dirty looks to those trying to pass 
and use foul language, Amanda said. 

“I’m back there all the time and I 
never do anything wrong,” said Tobi. 
“I just sit there and talk to my friends.” 

Tobi said most kids are cooperative 
and get up or step aside when people 
attempt to enter or leave the building.

a few bad seeds that go and do some- 
thing,” Stephanie said. 

“And I don’t think we should all be 
judged for that,” said Anna. 

The girls said the newspaper article 
and the comments made about kids in 
general made it difficult for good kids 
whose parents now won’t let them go 
downtown. 

“Maybe 10 kids” cause the problems, 
Anna said. 

“And those are (the children of) the 
parents that don’t care,” said Amanda. 
They said peer pressure does help. 

When one or two of the youths start 
Causing a problem, blocking an 
entrance to a store, for instance, a 
friend will usually say, “Don’t be an 
idiot,” Anna said. 

“If one of my friends refuses to get 
out of the way, I’ll just get up and move 
them,” said Tobi. 

Amanda saw one boy, a big intimi- 
dating kid, throwing snowballs at older 
people exiting from Old Town Hall one 
day last winter. She said she called him 
on it. The boy “flipped me off,” she 
said, meaning he made a crude gesture, 
but he stopped throwing the snowballs. 

All five girls admitted, as tough as it 
can be for a young person to do so, that 
Andover isn’t a bad place to live. 

“Our town is not as bad as Boston or 
New York.

there to arrest them,” one of the girls 
said. 

Most kids say they don’t want to live 
here because it’s so boring, Tobi said. 
“But this is really a good town,” she 
said. 

“There are SO many good kids in this 
town,” Amanda said, adding that just 
one mile away, in Lawrence, the 
crimes being committed and the prob- 
lems in which kids are involved are so 
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much worse. 

“I’m so lucky to 
live in a place where 
I don’t have to wor- 
ry about getting 
beat up for wearing 
the wrong clothing 
to school or whatev- 
er,” one of the girls 
said. 

The girls said the 
merchants - and the 
paper — seemed to be 
blowing the down- 
town problems out 
of proportion. They 
said they wish mer- 
chants would be 
more tolerant and 
respectful of kids, 
and not assume that 
they are all 
shoplifters just 
because they are 
young. 

They also said 
they like the idea of 
having kids who do 
run afoul of the law 
performing commu- 
nity service down- 
town, sweeping the 
streets and such. 

“The idea of community service is 
really good for punishment,” Anna 
said. 

She said it is both embarrassing and 
humiliating for the person who has to 
be seen by their friends doing that kind 
of service. 

“We are kids. We are starting to 
experiment. And we do mess up. But I 
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ication 


think it’s not fair when they don’t give 
us another chance,” Amanda said of 
merchants. She admits she has 
“messed up” and knows that some peo- 
ple won’t give her another shot. 

The girls said a teen center would 
give them a place to hang out other 
than the alley or behind Old Town 
Hall. 

“A teen center will cut down some of 
the rivalry between the adults and the 
kids,” said Anna. All they need is a 
room with a couple of games and a 
soda machine, the girls said. 

Jen said the dances sponsored by 
Andover Youth Services are packed, 
and all of those same kids would go to a 
youth center. 

“I think that part of the problem is 
that we feel rejected. It’s like, hey, 
we're here,” Amanda said. 

“A message to the kids. A message 
to the parents. We don’t like having 
this go on and we'd like to see an end to 
it because this isn’t helping anybody,” 
Amanda said of the problems down- 
town. 

“We’re not the enemy. Neither are 
they,” she said of the merchants. 

They also had a problem with kids 
being referred to as “punks,”even 
though Amanda used the term as a 
generalization herself. The primary 
meaning of punk has changed, they 
said. While it may once have been an 
acceptable generalization for smart 
aleck or trouble making youths, punk 
now refers more to a style of dress and 
music.

Maintenance workers have spent 
500 hours at Bancroft Elementary 
school since February to help prevent 
bad air from hanging around the 
school. 

According to a recent air-quality 
test by Andover’s Municipal Mainte- 
nance Department, their work may be 
showing dividends already. 

Only one of the Bancroft’s areas 
showed a carbon-dioxide reading 
above the state-recommended level 
Thursday, June 12, and that area is get- 
ting a new univent, said Joe Piante- 
dosi, facilities director. These test 
results demonstrate a marked 
improvement in air quality since a 
state test in February showed high lev- 
els of carbon dioxide in 19 of Bancroft’s 
24 tested areas. 

Elevated carbon-dioxide levels are 
considered to be a sign of poor air cir- 
culation. 

Mr. Piatnedosi said a key reason for 
the air-quality improvement is because

his maintenance workers have opened 
up the fresh air dampers to allow more 
outside air into the school. 

“We’ve made substantial progress. 
We did an evaluation of the HVAC sys- 
tem in the school. The good news is the 
system is sound in terms of its design 
capabilities,” said Mr. Piantedosi. 
“However, there are a lot of minor 
modifications that need to be made to it 
to make sure we take in the required 
amounts of fresh air during cold weath- 
er and extremely hot weather.” 

Maintenance workers also have 
repaired and replaced some univents 
and expect to buy 14 new univents this 
summer, he said. Univents are the 
heating and cooling units that also 
allow fresh air into the classroom 
areas. 

But the carbon-dioxide concern was 
not the only issue that had parents and 
teachers clamoring for action last 
month. Members of the Bancroft com- 
munity also worried that the visible 
presence of dust and mold at the school

was contributing to the health prob- 
lems of students and staff. 

To address these problems, the town 
has hired an outside firm, Mabbett and 
Associates, and its workers began 
inspecting the building Tuesday. Mab- 
bett will take dust and air samples, and 
check for other potentially hazardous 
problems, said Mr. Piantedosi. Another 


re 


firm will visually inspect the 
mold at the school and recom- 
mend a proper course of 
action, he said. 

Mr. Piantedosi informed 
the Bancroft community 
about his department’s work 
at the Bancroft School Council 
meeting last Thursday, June 
12, and some people appeared 
satisfied with the progress. 

“It sounded like they were 
being aggressive. It sounded 
like an aggressive time 
frame,” said Sharon Mason, 
PTO co-president, and one of 
those involved with starting a 
petition requesting immediate action 
to correct the air problem. 

Philip Boxell, a Bancroft parent and 
environmental lawyer who has helped 
lead the call for improved air quality, 
acknowledged, “We’ve moved a long 
Way since the winter.”

tive, constructive meeting. There are 
still matters to be addressed,” he said. 
“As I say, we have bridges to cross, but 
it’s understandable we have bridges to 
cross. You can’t snap your fingers and 
have it done.” 

But work is continuing. 

Mr. Piantedosi said the town has 


hired a roofing consultant who will 
recommend ways to stop the dampness 
and leaks that are causing mold to 
grow in the school. An outside cleaning 
group will clean the pipes and beams 
that Bancroft’s custodians cannot 
reach. The dust in such areas is so 
thick it can be seen from the floor. 

“We're going to consider doing that 
(cleaning) twice a year, in the late sum- 
mer just before school opens and then 
maybe during February vacation,” 
said Mr. Piantedosi. 

The Bancroft site has also been eval- 
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uated for the placement of portable 
classrooms, which some people feel 
will help improve the air quality. 


To pay for this work, and the poten- 
tial expense of portable classrooms for 
Bancroft, Andover will delay other 
capital improvement items, according 
to town and school leaders. Officials 
could also ask for money at a Special 
Town Meeting this fall. By that time, 
much of the work at Bancroft should be 
complete, according to Mr. Piantedosi.

Alligators, snakes and 
lizards: Special guests 
at West Elementary

Guests at West Elementary School last 
week included a boa constrictor, lizard, alli- 
gator and tarantula! These rainforest reptiles 
were part of a program for students in grades 
K-2 conducted by Rainforest Reptile Shows, a 
conservation education program based in 
Beverly. 

In each of six separate performances, stu- 
dents heard Ed Laquidara and Mike Ral- 
bovsky, herpetologists, talk about reptile life 
and the need to save the rainforests. The stu- 
dents first welcomed Lightening Jack, a red- 
foot tortoise, and saw how a tortoise hides in 
its shell for protection when it is afraid. They 
also learned how to tell a tortoise’s age by 
counting the rings on the segments of its 
shell. Mr. Laquidara said the tortoise is a veg- 
etarian and that some tortoises live to be 150 
years old and can weigh up to 100 pounds. 

Next was Susannah, a two-foot lizard that 
is 2 years old and weighs 7 pounds but has 
the potential to grow to be 60 feet long and 
weigh more than 80 pounds. The children 
learned that lizards are meat-eaters, carni- 
vores, and they use their forked tongue to 
smell. 

From Columbia, South America, came 
Lily, a boa constrictor, which Mr. Ralbovsky 
draped around his shoulders and neck. The 
students were surprised to hear that a boa 
constrictor only needs to eat about once a 
month. He had some students feel the lizard’s 
skin to learn that it is smooth and dry, not 
slimy. He said lizards don’t sweat and that 
humans are the slimy ones. The students felt 
a snakeskin that had been shed and learned 
that these snakes can grow to be 12 feet long 
and they shed their skin six to seven times a 
year. 

The students next saw Alfonso, an alliga- 
tor. They saw his 60 to 80 teeth and discov- 
ered that if an alligator loses a tooth, a new 
one grows back. In a lifetime, alligators can 
get up to 6,000 teeth. Other fascinating facts 
were that alligators live to be 60 to 90 years 
old, grow to be 8 to 14 feet long, and can weigh 
up to 1,000 pounds. 

In a discussion about the importance of 
the rainforests, the children learned that 
many medicines come from rainforests and 
that they are necessary to make oxygen. Each 
student had the opportunity to hold and feel 
Alfonso, the alligator, and to see up close 
scorpions, tarantulas, geckos and a variety of 
snakes. 

Rainforest Reptiles was arranged as part 
of West Elementary’s cultural events pro- 
gram and funded by West Elementary PTO.

DENTAL IMPLANTS 
Dental implantation, which has gained widespread 
acceptance in recent years, offers several advantages as a 
tooth-replacement option.

within two or three minutes of the acci- 
dent stopped them from performing 
CPR and never reinitiated the life-sav- 
ing measure. 

“When the EMTs came into the yard 
they told us to stop CPR and then never 
started it again,” Ms. Hartzell told the 
Townsman Monday. “By the time they 
got him in the ambulance it was eight 
minutes and it was too late, he was 
brain dead.” 

“They then lied,” Ms. Hartzell said 
of the EMTs. In their report they said 
they did perform CPR. But she and her 
husband and three neighbors all say 
the EMTs did not perform CPR. Three 
more neighbors who were out front 
when the boy was carried around the 
corner of the house on the stretcher 
also say CPR was not being performed 
at that time, Ms. Hartzell said. 

“They say that they did perform 
CPR when all these people clearly say 
they did not. They maintain to this day 
that they did CPR on our son,” Ms. 
Hartzell said. ‘““What do we have to gain 
by lying? This was a big mistake that 
should not have been made.” 

Andover police officer David St. 
Jean also responded to the scene that 
day and, in his report, said the EMTs 
did perform CPR on Daniel, according 
to Ms. Hartzell. 

The story of Daniel’s death and the 
court case was the subject of a WBZ- 
TV/Channel 4 news investigative 
report broadcast on the 11 p.m. news 
Monday night, June 16. In that report, 
his parents said that after he fell, 
Daniel was “pushing himself up and 
yelling, then he collapsed.” 

Daniel started to turn gray anda 
neighbor, Michael Mancineli of 18 
Elysian Drive, said he and Mr. 
Kichorowsky traded off doing chest 
compressions on the boy until the 
EMTs came running around the side of

Who initiated the CPR and when it 
was performed differs on an initial 
EMT report and a later one, Ms. 
Hartzell said. The Channel 4 report 
pointed out that an initial report said 
one of the EMTs took over doing chest 
compressions from an “adult male” 
who was performing them when they 


action was 
taken by the

They filed a suit against the 
town because that is the only provision 
in the legal system for them to pursue 
the truth, Ms. Hartzell said. 

“No lawyer would take the case” 
without the money involved, she said. 

She and her husband are suing the 
town for $100,000, the maximum 


amount for which a town can be sued 
in Massachusetts. The case will be 
heard in Essex County Superior Court, 
but is not yet scheduled for trial. 
Michael Surette and Barry S. Thorn- 
ton, the EMTs, have been dismissed as 
defendants by the court, according to 
the town’s attorney for the case, Ed 
Kirby, of Kirby, O’Brien and von- 
Rosenvinge, in Boston. Both still work 
for the fire department. 


“The town is the sole defendant,” 
Mr. Kirby said. 

Ms. Hartzell said she and her hus- 
band initially talked with Harold 
Hayes, who at the time was fire chief, 
who “really listened to us,” but that the 
town did nothing. Subsequent meet- 
ings with Town Manager Buzz 
Stapcezynski and Town Counsel Tom 
Urbelis proved fruitless, she said. 

The suit is “dragging on slowly,” she 
said. 

“Our insurance company is 
involved and they’ve told me to keep 
my mouth shut,” Mr. Stapczynski said 
Monday. “The case was investigated by 
the town internally — the fire chief.” 

It was also investigated by the 
Department of Public Health’s ambu- 
lance regulation program manager, 
Abdul Rehayem. 

“It’s been investigated by indepen- 
dent authorities (who found) that there 
was no wrongdoing on the part of these 
individuals,” Mr. Stapczynski said of 
the EMTs. 

Daniel’s parents would like the 
Department of Public Health to reopen 
its investigation of the case. 


Fire Chief Harold Wright and Fire- 
fighters Surette and Thornton declined 
to comment on the case since it is still 
in litigation. Officer St. Jean also did 
not respond to a request to talk about 
the case. 


Educators are designing a better report card

Children are always hoping they’ll 
bring home a better report card, and 
next year they just might. 

At least that’s the hope of Andover 
educators who will unveil a new ele- 
mentary-school report card for the 
1997-1998 school year. Because the ele- 
mentary schools’ reporting method has 
not changed in about 15 years, Dick 
Neal, superintendent, said the new 
report card should better reflect what 
is being taught in the elementary 
schools today. 

Among the most obvious changes is 
that students will receive report cards 
only three times per year and teachers 
will grade students for the first time in 
areas such as health and technology. 

“The town has spent so much on 
technology, to me it’s non-negotiable,” 
Marinel McGrath, assistant superin- 
tendent, said recently. “When they last 
did,a,new report card, 15 years ago, 
they didn’t teach ‘health’ then.” 

Students will bring home report 


cards in December, March and June 
next year. 

Students in kindergarten though 
third grade will continue to be eval- 
uated in terms of whether 
they have developed 
skills in a particu- 
lar area. For dif- 
ferent bench- 
marks, the 
report card A 
will indicate 
if the child is 
“Not yet devel- 
oped,” “Begin- 
ning to develop,” 
“Satisfactorily devel- 
oped,” of “Strongly devel- 
oped” in that area. 

Students in grades 4 and 5 will con- 
tinue to receive letter grades such as A, 
B, C or N, for needs improvement. 

They will receive their grades for 
English/language arts, math, social 
studies, health, technology, personal 
growth and study skills.

The new reporting mechanism is 
the work of a 14-member elementary 
report card committee. Parents, admin- 
istrators and a teacher, from each grade 
level and from each elementary school 
were involved with creating the new 


report card. 

Members of the report card commit- 
tee have emphasized that next year’s 
report card is a “transitional report 
card” that can change after a year of 
evaluation. 

“Next year it will be used as a work- 
ing draft,” Jade Reitman, Sanborn 
School principal and report-card com- 
mittee member, said recently. “Since it 
will all be on a computer it will all be 
easy to revise after it’s evaluated after 
the school year. We’re fully expecting 
to have to make revisions after the 
school year.” 

One of the goals of the new reporting 
mechanism, which allows space for 
both parents’ and teachers’ comments, 
is to foster greater teamwork between 
parents and the schools. 

“My sense is that much of a child’s 
success depends on close and continu- 
ous communication between the teach- 
er and home,” said Ms. McGrath. “The 
idea behind that (area for parental)

These teens 
are a pain 


Normally, we like to let readers have 
their say, whether in a letter or in a sto- 
ry, without the newspaper commenting. 
But we need to have some words with 
some of the teen-agers who are complain- 
ing about the Townsman’s page-1 story 
from the June 5 issue: “Police asked to 
deal with kids in the downtown.” 

Note that we have heard complaints 
from just a few teens; we are not saying 
all teens are complaining about the sto- 
ry. Right here we want to say good for 
you for speaking up, for coming forward, 
and for expressing yourselves. Never 
stop that. We respect that. But we have to 
beg to differ with what you’re saying. 
OK, we didn’t say that it’s a small group 
of teens who are involved in making the 
downtown uncomfortable for some mer- 
chants and residents. But that goes with- 
out saying. Every week we have stories 
about “good” kids, about their accom- 
plishments, their awards, their sporting 
events and their community-service 
experiences. In fact, you’re talking with 
the newspaper that advocated - as vigor- 
ously as we know how - for building a 
teen center for the youth of this town. 
And we haven’t given up on a center. 

But this was a story about some kids 
who have an attitude, who have a chip 
on their shoulder, whose thrill in life 
right now seems to be challenging some 
adults to challenge them. So they deserve 
a story in the local paper, especially 
when merchants finally give up and ask 
the police to deal with the unruly kids. 

We respect teen-agers. Most of them 
here are wonderful and worthy of our 
trust. But some are not, and this story 
was about a small group that is a pain. 
For those of you who are hanging out 
behind the Barnard Building, if you are 
the “good kids” you say you are, we rec- 
ommend you find a place to gather that 
is not in the way of merchants and peo- 
ple who need to move their cars from the 
parking areas back there. 

Of course we wrote about the kids who 
are hanging out there. Someone down 
there is responsible for unsightly graffi- 
ti, for at least $1,000 worth of damage to 
the building’s awnings and about $600 
worth of damage to plants. That’s not 
nothing. 

So don’t tell us that this was a teen vs. 
adult article. It was an article on some 
people who happen to be teens who are 
breaking the law and making life diffi- 
cult for some other people who happen to 
be adults:

Scout issue isn’t 
about school use; 
it’s about the charter 


Editor, Townsman: 

The issue at hand between the Boy 
Scouts and the PTO is not about the 
use of the school buildings to hold 
Scout meetings. A PTO has no juris- 
diction over the use of the school 
buildings. All scheduling of the 
buildings is done by the town. 

The issue is not liability in the 
sense that anyone is fearful of being 
sued over something that happens in 
the buildings while in use by an 
organization. The Scouts have a poli- 
cy in place to cover liability. So do 
the Girl Scouts, who also use the 
buildings (the Girl Scouts do not 
require a chartering organization, at 
least in the way the Boys Scouts do.) 

The issue is the requirements in 
the charter the Boy Scouts want the 
PTO to sign. By signing the charter, 
the PTO agrees to “conduct the 
Scouting program according to its 
own policies and guidelines as well 
as those of the Boy Scouts of Ameri- 
ca.” The PTO head or an appointed 
PTO representative “must approve 
all (Boy Scout) leadership applica- 
tions.” The PTO must appoint a com- 
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mittee of PTO members (minimum 
of three) who will “screen and select 
unit leaders who meet the organiza- 
tion’s standards as well as the leader- 
ship standards of the BSA. The com- 
mittee chairman must sign all (Boy 
Scout) leadership applications.” 

The responsibilities required by 
the Boy Scouts in their charter 
should not be taken lightly. Once the 
contents of the charter are known, I 
am sure that all will agree that the 
PTO presidents of South and San- 
born acted prudently in reviewing 
the charter and determining that the 
responsibilities of a chartering orga- 
nization are outside the scope of the 
PTO.

Andover is 
my kind of village 


Editor, Townsman: 

“Tt takes a village to raise a child...” 
is a good starting point for an argu- 
ment these days. Like other bits of folk 
wisdom, the advice gains much of its 
meaning from the culture of the listen- 
er. Many hear in it a mandate for col- 
lective responsibility. In fact, citations 
in letters to the editor are usually a 
signpost that the writer has just spot- 
ted another important lapse and we are 
about to get a scolding. 

Others have an abdication of 
responsibility that most certainly will 
lead to bigger government and higher 
taxes. They would rather we accept 
that it takes a family (an equally con- 
troversial aggregation, by the way) to 
raise a child. 

I see no contradiction in believing 
both. Raising children is the hardest 
assignment I have ever had, but my 
family can do it. Most families can. 
However, we live in a village that mag- 
nifies our power. It sometimes makes 
possible what we can hardly do at all 
alone. And bigger, more expensive gov- 
ernment has little to do with it. It is 
much more basic than that. 

The Odyssey of the Mind team from 
South School soared the heights this 
past week. They came home “World 
Champions” for their problem and 
division. Their problem — “Can You dig 
It?”— was to create an eight-minute 
humorous presentation on archeology 
that featured two cultures, one ancient 
and one modern, and artifacts lost and 
found. Certain details and overall cost 
were prescribed, forcing the team to 
recycle heavily and inventively in 
making costumes, scenery and props. 

Their original script added a theme 
of respect. A Mayan grandmother 
teaches respect; a modern archeologist 
and her ditsy assistant learn it; and the 
volcanic god of death is the enforcer. 
Members of the team were state cham- 
pions before, but that did little to 
reduce the effort. They spent months 
researching ancient cultures, writing 
the script, staging and rehearsing. All 
for eight minutes on the stage. 

Adults can teach about archeology 
and Mayan culture. They can teach 
sewing and physics and how to work 
with papier mache. They can continu- 
ally challenge the team to think of oth- 
er, possibly better answers to each 
question. But the team must ultimately 
find its own solution. 

They planned. They visited muse- 
ums. They worked through vacations 
and weekends. They disagreed; they 
compromised. They experimented; 
they refined. All the while, they stood 
on the shoulders of members of the vil- 
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lage: wonderful coaches who shared 
the crowded space in their homes and 
their lives; kind and generous parents 
and educators who added technical 
expertise, logistical and morale sup- 
port; town officials and generous citi- 
zens who gave encouragement and 
shared the financial burden. The vil- 
lage was a larger team — with no less a 
larger goal than to raise its children. 

And they did. First the team made 
its presentation. Preparations served 
them well. It was not their best, per- 
haps, but very, very good. Then they 
went beyond. In another part of the 
competition, they were confronted with 
a problem that they had never seen 
before and given a few minutes to 
devise a plan. The village was far 
beyond the horizon. Only the judges 
were witnesses. The team thought 
quickly. They experimented coopera- 
tively. And their daring solution so 
surprised the judges that they awarded 
the team a special recognition for cre- 
ativity. 

Can you dig It? I can. Special thanks 
to those very special members of the 
village — you know who you are. Thank 
you, Andover. You are my kind of vil- 
lage.

Afraid there won’t 
be enough classroom 
space available for 
the opening of school 
next September, 
Andover officials 
have _ discussed 
delaying more 
Andover High 
School renovation 
work. 

Town and build- 
ing project officials 


met Friday and 
appeared to agree 
that some work 


scheduled for the 
summer should be 
delayed until the end 
of the project, said 
Dick Neal, superin- 
tendent of schools. 

There are two 
wings to be renovat- 
ed in phase 4, the 
next phase of the pro- 
ject. That phase has 
been divided into 
two parts so there 
will always be class- 
rooms and corridors 
available for student 
and teacher use. 

Officials weren’t 
sure the contractor 
could finish renovat- 
ing an entire wing of 
the school by 
September and they 
need at least one 
wing of classrooms 
for instruction. 

“We felt it was too 
big a risk,” said Mr. 
Neal. “This will obvi- 
ously extend the 
time period some- 
what.” 

Indications are 
the delay will add 
about 12 weeks to the 
project, which at last 
look was scheduled 
to be completed in 
October, 1997.

parent conferences 
are planned.

“One of the things 
we (struggled with) 
was the parents need 
to know, within the 
first two weeks, how

“The teachers feel 
it’s too early, in the 
first month of school, 
to make any judg- 
ments about stu- 
dents. It’s just too 
early,” she said. 
“This was an effort 
to balance’ both 
needs.” 


Although no vote 
was taken, the com- 
mittee discussed 
whether a. brief 
progress report or 
other formal mecha- 
nism should be creat- 
ed to update parents 
before Nov. 4, but 
teachers said they 
felt this was unnec- 
essary.

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building changes to stop there. He said he 
hoped to convince his fellow legislators 
Wednesday to form a commission that will 
consider changing the state’s building assis- 
tance program. 

“It’s the first time I'll go in front of every- 
one, in front of the gavel and address the 
body,” said Rep. Finegold, still in his first 
year as a State representative. “What I hope 
from (Wednesday) is to get some attention 
from the speaker and the leadership and 
hopefully get a commission set up.” 

About 17 years have passed since the Leg: 
islature last made changes to the school 
building assistance program, he said. Rep, 
Finegold and Sen. John O’Brien, D-Andover, 
have both said they want to discuss possible 
changes to the state’s building program. 

The state Legislature did approve special 
legislation recently to exempt Malden from 
building-assistance bidding requirements, 
allowing the community to screen its bidders 
and thus pick someone other than the lowest 
bidder. 

“It’s almost like (Malden’s) saying, ‘Give 
us a blank check and we’ll be on the hook for 
it, ” said Rep. Finegold. “I think it’s an indi- 
cation that the school building program is 
flawed, seriously flawed. 

“Imagine if for our next school building 
project, we go out, we handle everything, and 
we don’t have to follow all these rules that

are out there,” he said. 

However, the situation in Malden is differ- 
ent from Andover’s current situation.

But state legislators do, and 
Rep. Finegold said he believes 
the decision to exempt Malden is 
a sign that changes must be 
made to the state building sys- 
tem. 

“All Malden showed was that 
there needs to be something 
done.

What was expected to be a tightly- 
contested battle between Merrimack 
Valley Conference Division I archri- 
vals turned into a blowout, as the 
Golden Warriors exploded for 21 runs 
and 23 of their season-high 29 hits 
over a a four-inning stretch to high- 
light the romp over the stunned 
Lions. 

Although the locals didn’t really 
need any extra ammunition against 
Chelmsford, an article that appeared 
in a Lowell newspaper the day before 
this game did pour gasoline on the 
competitive fires. 

After defeating Boston Latin 8-4 in 
the quarterfinals, the Lions were 
quite vocal in expressing their desire 
to play Andover and avenge an 8-0 
loss to the Golden Warriors in last 
year’s tourney quarterfinals. 

“We definitely mentioned the arti- 
cle to our players and it helped fire 
them up,” said coach Maglio. “We 
weren’t really concerned about who 
we played in the semifinal, but it was 
pretty clear from their statements in 
the paper that they wanted us.” 

Unfortunately for the Lions, they 
got what they wanted — and much 
more.
